TO FAVOR SUFERAeE 
ill UISJIIIE STATE 


Wilson is Expected to Vote 
to Give Ballot to New 
Jersey Women. 


Washington, Oct. 2.—President Wil- 
son is expected shortly to announce 
his intention of voting for the New 
Jersey state constitutional ajnendment 
granting suffrage to women. 
A spe- 
cial election on the amendment will 
be held Oct. 19, and the president 
will go to Princeton to vote. 
Secre- 
tary Tumulty, whose home is in Jer- 
sey City, said today he expected to 
vote for the woman suffrage amend- 
ment. 
He would make no announce- 
ment, however, regarding the inten- 
tions of the president. It was report- 
ed Secretary Garrison, 
who is also 
from New Jersey, has authorized the 
statement 
that he would 
vote for 
woman's suffrage. 


Tho president on several occasions 
has refused to support an amendment 
to the federal constitution 
to 
give 
nation-wide woman's suffrage. He has 
said he believed the question to be a 
state issue 
He also said he would 
make known his position on woman's 
suffrage before the amendment to the 
New Jersey ^constitution 
was voted 
on. 


Today's War Newi 
Givtn in Summary. 


New progress for the French in 
the offensive movement of the alliea 
on the western front is rej^rted to- 
day by the Paris war office. Ad- 
vances from trench to trench on the 
heights of La Folie in the Artois 
district are claimed. 


While the political 
situation in 
the Balkans is continuing to absorb 
attention Bulgaria is disposing her 
troops with a view to eventualities. 
She is reported in advices through 
Athens to be moving forces towarc 
the Greek border as well as in the 
direction of the Serbian 
frontier. 
Bucharest 
dispatches 
received in 
Italy says that Bulgarian artillery 
is being massed along the Dobrudja 
front of the Roumanian frontier. 


The 
situation on the 
eastern 
front is little changed, according to 
the latest official reports. 
Teutonic 
gains 
near Dvinsk 
and Volyhnia 
seem well set off by the Russian 
gains in the central sectors where 
they are admittedly on the offensive. 


Contradicting the recent British 
annotmcement of successes in Meso- 
potania the Turks declare the Brit- 
ish offensive resumed on Sept. 27 
was a failure, a violent attack being 
beaten off. 


A Paris dispatch says that ad- 
Hces received there 
indicate 
that 
the number of German and Austrian 
troops concentrated along the Ser- 
bian frontier, which has been vari- 
ously estimated at from 200,000 to 
600,000, has been much exaggerat- 
ed, the actual number being 
only 
about 60,000. 


Paris, Oct. 2.—There has been a heavy 
bombardment in the Artois district, ac~ 
cording to the announcement made by 
the French war office this afternoon.

Washington, Oct. 2.—Turkey has con- 
sented to the emigration oí all Armen- 
ians who actually Avill become natural- 
ized American citizens on their arrival 
in this country. 
Ambassador 
Morgen- 
thau, at Constantinople, has 
arranged 
with the Turkish government for the 
free departure 
of 
all 
Armenians for 
whose intention to become naturalizad 
Americans lie can vouch. 


An appeal will be made public by the 
board of commissioners for foreign mis- 
sions for money to make possible the 
transportation and change of allegiance 
of such Armenians. 
It ia understood 
that Turkey will permit the Armeniana 
to come to the United States, although 
it will not allow them to take up resi- 
dence in Europe. 
A large number of 
former Turkish citizens are now under 
arms in the strip of Armenian Turkey, 
near Van, now held by the Russians and 
Turks fear that if other Armenian« 
allowed to go to adjacent territory, 
Y will also enlist 
with 
Turkey's 
enemies. 
The only restriction that the 
United States makes upon the proposed 
encouragement 
of Armenian 
immigra- 
tion is that the new comers fulfill the 
immigration requirements and enter the 
United States as any other foreigner, 
sincerely applying for American citizen- 
ship.

submit to arbitration the question of 
facts as to whether or not the Arabic 
was engaged in a hostile act at the time 
she was torpedoed and how nuich in- 
demnity must bo paid as a conse<yiencc, 
if the verdict is against the German 
commander.

Will Govern Next Step.

New Railroad in Alaska to Sound Knell of Horse and 
Dog Mail Carriers. 


Winter Mail Trail From Ch itina to Fairbanks, Alaska. 


By F. M. Kerby. 


AVashington, Oct. 2.—Unele Sam's new 
government railroad in Alaska is going 
to mean a lot more than mere cheap 
transportation of necessary supplies and 
quicker travel for citizens of the ter- 
ritory. All sorts of unexpected results 
are going to come from it. 


Among other things, it will revolu- 
tiouizc methods of carrying the United 
States mail, especially ' the winter de- 
livery. At prosent, mail delivery in the 
territory is difficult, especially in winter. 
This is due to lack of roads rather than 
to eliminate conditions. In sumnioi" tU;' 
mail'goes in not only, by steamer to all 
the ports on the southern coast, but 
also up the western coast, and in the 
interior, steamers on all the navigable 
waterwavs aid in the distribution. But 
in winter, all mail for the interior must 
go to the southern coast ports and from, 
there to the interior over siir.\/ trail-^. 
Mail for Fairbanks (from which point 


it is distributed to other interior points) 
must go from Seattle to Cordova by 
steamer; from there it goes by ruii iiu 
the Copper river and Northeastern rail- 
road tor a distance of 133 miles to 
Cliitlna, At Cliitina 
the real journey 
starts. 
It is approximately 350 miles 
overland from Chitina to Fairbanks, and 
the mail goes by four-horse sled team, 
twice a week, weather permitting. The 
tri|> from Cordova to Fairbanks requires 
7 1-2 days. The sled teams are changed 
at; the road houses after each 20 miles 
of the journey, where the mail carrier 
can also procure a good meal at from 
$1.00 to $1.50. 


When tlie government 
railroad 
is 
completed, mail for the interior will 
probably all go up to Fairbanks by rail, 
iheapening, iiuickening and improving 
the service. It will be very manj' years, 
i however, before the horse, dog and" rcin- 
j deer will be displaced by the iron horse 
' in interior Alaska, 


THE PRESIDENT'S HEART.

Wilson that, when he should address 
the veterans of the i-ivil war as he did 
Tuesday in Washington, on the occasion 
of the annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the republic, that he should 
praise their war-time patriotism and 
courage, and indicate the enduring value 
of their achievements.

He 
made these aged patriots feel, as prob- 
ably never before, how very much they 
have done for their country and how 
profoundly the sentiment 
of 
popular 
gratitude therefore reaches throughout 
the nation. His generous words in be- 
half of the south will evoke no spirit or 
hostile criticism anywhere.

Indianapolis, Oct. 2.—How President 
Wilson went down ou his knees and led 
his cabinet in prayer at a recent meeting 
was told here by Bishop William F. An- 
derson, of Cincinnati, at a session of the 
Indiana Methodist Episcopal conference. 
A United States senator told the bishop 
of the incident, he said.

"When the president arrived at the 
cabinet meeting," said Bishop Anderson,

"And right there the president of the 
United States fell upon hi» knees and 
the members of the cabinet did the same 
and the president offered a prayer to 
God. 
While the war rages in Europe, 
wo in this country should thank God 
that in this crisis of the world we have 
a chief executive who is a servant of 
God and who stands with his hand in 
the hand of God. Every minister in the 
land should, every time he offers a 
prayer, take Woodrow Wilson by the 
hand and lead him into the presence of 
God, And ask that he be given strength 
to continue to be the great apostle of 
peace among men." 


There was a cheer of "Amcns" from 
the ministers. 
Later a telegram ex- 
pressing the confidence of the delegates 
in him tvas sent to the president.

"With Roderick O'Connor ended the 
monarch of Ireland, and history at 
Its present writing seems to appoint

Germany and her 
to«—^Prance, 
and 
indications 
are 
thit the outrages of the years 1914 
and 1915 and perhaps 1916 and 1917 
Will never be wiped out, and peaoe

Belgium, even 
had it not main- 
tained Its rights of sovereignity with 
thé aites and lives 
of its soldiers, 
would have been wrecked and riiined 
before the end of the war, for It was 
Ùié logical battleground of the west- 
e r i theater of war. 


The theory that Belgium was giv- 
en aid by the allies before the out- 
break of the great war seems to be 
thè most tenable.

It therefore seems probable that 
Belgium did cast her lot with the 
allies long 
before 
the outbreak of 
hostilities, even accepted mtmltions 
and guns from them and put up Its 
strong resistance with the hope that 
by temporizing the German advance 
the allies would be prepared to ad- 
vance into the foe's country and con- 
Quer. 


Such was the dream of Belgium— 
such is the dream this small country 
has had for many years, but just as 
before it has not been realized and 
the supremacy of the monarchy of 
Belgium now hangs in the balance 
with but two prospects in its future 
—^that of becoming annexed to Ger- 
many and becoming a duchy should 
that nation 
be victor 
in ine great 
struggle, and, on the other hand, of 
remaining for many years the seat 
of dissension and guerilla warfare. 


Unhappy Belgium, just 100 years 
after one of her greatest periods of 
oppression she finds herself almost 
wiped off the map of the continent. 
In 1815 the Congress of Vienna in 
utter disregard 
of 
differences 
in 
language, 
religion 
and 
interests, 
united Belgium and Holland Into one 
monarchy, designated Oie Kingdom 
of the Netherlands, under the gov- 
ernment of a prince of the house of 
Orange, or Nassau. 
From the titne 
of the 
Belgians 
with 
Holland the 
former suffered the most unmitigat- 
ed oppression from the Dutch king; 
and the Hollanders endeavored to 
force their own language, laws 
and 
religion upon the Belgians, who also 
were obliged to share In the Dutch 
national debt and in the high taxes. 
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The Protestant 
courts 
were en- 
trusted with the supervision of the 
education of the 
Catholic 
youth in 
Belgium. 
When 
the Belgian press 
demanded 
that the 
conduct of the 
Dutch 
government be changed, the 
w;riters 
were 
fined 
and Jailed—a 
punishment and curtailment of lib- 
erty more 
severe 
than that meted 
out to the unfortunate country to- 
day. The alliance of the Belgian lib- 
eral party, which was struggling for 
political 
freedom and 
co-operated 
with the French liberal party, with 
the Catholic 
ultramontane 
party, 
which demanded freedom of educa- 
tion, 
was designated 
by the Dutch 
king as "infamous." 


Thinking the opportunity favora- 
ble and encouraged by the success 
of the 
French 
revolution of July, 
1830, the Belgians were seized with 
the revolutionary fever and on Au- 
gust 25, 1880, after the presentation 
of the opera, "The Mute of Portici," 
the 
mob 
destroyed 
the 
printing 
house of a pro-Dutch Journal, 
the 
palace of the minister of Justice, the 
residence of the director of police 
and expelled the l)utch authorities 
after four days. 
UNIOX 
EFFECTED, 


To prevent aliy further outrages 
by the mob, a civic guard and á com- 
mittee were organized to manage af- 
fairs until the radical and the Cath- 
olic ultramontane 
partiés 
uhited 
themselves in a Belgian 
national 
c o n f e s s 
Under 
the leadership of 
Potter. 
The movement spread lap- 
idly and in a short time the whole of 
Belgium w u in revolt 
against the 
authority of the King of Holland. 
The Dutch were repulsed in an at- 
tack on Brussels, and the Belgian 
insurgents 
proceeded 
agaihst Ant- 
werp to drive the Dutch from that 
city. 
Thereupon the Dutch general. 


Chasse, retired into the citadel vrlth 
his troops and cannonaded the town 
for several hours with 300 pieces of 
artillery, 
thus 
destroying 
an im- 
mense amount of valuable property 
Just as Belgium lost millions of dol- 
lars 
of art 
and 
architectural tri- 
umphs when it resisted the German 
advance. 


This proceeding caused much ex- 
asperation in 
Belgium 
and in No- 
vember, 
1830, the Belgian national 
congress declared the independence 
of Belgium and the exclusion of the 
house of Orange from the Belgium 
throne. 


The great powers of Europe at a 
conference in London decided there- 
upon to separate Belgium from Hol- 
land. 
Prinoe Leopold of Saxe Co- 
burg was made king of the indepen- 
dent Belgian nation. 


Thus did Belgium lose and regain 
its freedom only to part with it again 
in 1914-1915. 


This is the sad misfortune of this 
disputed 
section of Europe, 11,373 
square miles in area and with a pop- 
ulation of 6.815,054 in the 1900 cen- 
sus. 
In the days of JuUus Caesar, 
the country then the home or rather 
battleground of the Belgae, became 
the 
victim 
of the 
first 
conquests 
against it. 
, 


At the present day the population 
is partly of Celtic and partly of Teu- 
tonic origin. The Flemings still are 
of as clearly a Teutonic 
origin as 
they 
were a thousand 
years ago, 
while Celtic characteristics are as 
unmistakable in the Walloons, who 
are descended from the original and 
ancient Belgae. 
Both sections are 
.members 
of the 
same church M d 
have other interests in common. Yet 
though subjects of one king and gov- 
erened by the 
same code of lawS, 
théy have hot become so thoroughly 
blended as to produce a distinct na- 
tional type. 
SPIBIT 
UNCOIîQtEEED. 


Despite all the reverses that fate 
has allotted, the history of Belgium 
is thickly studded with épisodes 
Il- 
lustrating the bold, generous, freè- 
dom-lovihg spirit of Its people. 


Théy are Justly proud of their 
past. The bravery, intellifenoé ^ d 
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energy by which they won distinc- 
tion when the sword was the arbiter 
of fortune are as strong as ever in 
the Belgians, says history, but now 
are exercised under conditions wiae- 
ly different from those of the past. 
They excelled in the arts of peace 
before the present war resulted in 
the devastation of their country and 
the ruin of their great buildings and 
churches, such as in the destruction 
of the city of Termonde. 


Education in Belgium is as neg- 
lected as it Is in Denmark, only 73 
per èetit of its people being able to 
read 
and 
write. 
But Belgium 
is 
strong in its agricultural 
pursuits 
—that is, it was until the horde from 
Germany drove through it, burnéd 
its villages and 
wrecked its monu- 
ments of centuries. 


Now Belgium is thé saddest of Eu- 
roi^eftn countries. 
Its king still re- 


tains the crown of royalty and still 
has loyal sul^ectS, but his power has 
vanished and his 
kingdom now is 
the battleplace of the warring hoSts. 
Germany 
is utilizing 
its captured 
fields for its own agricultural pur- 
suits. 


It IS apparent that when the war 
ends Belgiutn will become one vast 
fortress and either France or Ger- 
many will occupy it as such. 
It is 
apparent that 
th6 
throne of thii 
small country has crumpled and the 
king's power is ended. 
His subjeoti 
have vanished to seek relief in Eng- 
land and the 
children of its dead 
heroes have been seht to tne Cnltea 
States 
Ih the 
hope, they may be 
adoi)ted and raised to forget the sor- 
rows and oppression that their pa- 
rents 
underwent 
in the year 1914- 
1915, Just 100 years after the coun- 
try was subjected to the rule o i Hol- 


land many hundred years after th« 
terrible Caesar 
drove its original 
habits, the Belgae, back across tho 
Rhine and subjected them to 
tha 
greatest horrors. 
For even in Cae- 
sar's titne the province of the Belgae 
was Jiandy for it allowed him a foot- 
hold on the coast that led to his cap- 
ture of Brittania. 


So with the vanishing of Belgium'» 
independence it may 
be remarked 
for the Belgian King Albert in tha 
words of Thomas Hoore:

citizenship within the liouse that were 
prized and cherished by the owner. 


And then, any family of true distinc- 
tion owned a hair wreath. You remem- 
ber it, don't you, hung in the 
darkened 
parlor, the cherished and goulish handi- 
work of some maiden aunt long de- 
{»arted. It usually hun^r between a mop- 
ng "Evangeline" and "Mother's Darling" 
viio bestowed an unending smile on the 
horse hair sofa across the way. 


But these certificates of. good standing 
ill the community were only to be look- 
ed upon by guests within one's portals. 
The badge that proclaimed him loudly 
to" every passerby was his back garden. 


And wasn't that little old back ^yarden 
a card'of admittance to select circles or 
»11 affidavit signed and sworn to by the 
neighbors condemning him to the ut- 
termost regions of scorn? 
ITiere ' was 
no half; way mark in a man's garden— 
or, nrthier * » woman's garden, for maw 
usuftllj . took 
care of it. 
Either it 
stammd its owner as a good citizen or 
a baa iellow among fellows, it left no 
lialf 'way course.

raniums; the back garden has passed. 
Jn the colleges they have courses i» 
scientific farming and the 
county 
is 
blessed with an agricultural agent. 
The 
railroads issue pamphlets on corn land, 
and the government advises fertilizing 
agencies that are spread on by the acre. 
But Avhat's bocome of the man who 
bored all his fellow townsmen to e.x- 
tinction when he stood in front of the 
post oHk'c with a yârd stick each even- 
ing and marked the height of his to- 
mato plants on the door? The scientitiii 
farmer who wears 
garters may have 
evolved from something or other, but the 
backyard gardener seems to be lost be- 
yond recall. 


The School Garden. 


In Fort Wayne there is a movement 
afoot to bring back the backyard gar- 
den. In the public schools the children 
of the city are taught to raise flowerrf 
and vegetables without the aid of the 
department of agriculture or the har 
vester trust. 
They are gardening in 
the old way, and what's more, they are 
enjoying it. 
Turnips and beets and car- 
rots, and cabbage and tomatoes and cu- 
cumbers are there in profusion, while 
snap-dragons and English daisies and a 
score of the other flowers of the old 
fashioned gardens are grouped in trim 
little beds around the edges. 


The accompanying 
photographs were 
made one day not long ago at the Lake- 
side school garden. 
The garden is :i 
square tract of some sixty feet, and 
is fenced 'with wire netting. 
It is lo- 
cated directly behind thé school and 
beside the little temporary building used 
as a primary armex. 


The children planted the seeds them* 
selves 
last 
spring, 
and 
have 
been 
watching their "garden truck" grow ever 
since. Before school was over there was 
lettuce galore' in the .garden, and the 
other early vegetables were up and pick- 
able. 


Miss Braddock in Charg«. 


Miss Rhoda Braddock has been ap- 
pointed official school gardener, and h»is 
charge of the work in all the 
public 
schools. 
At the 
Lakeside school the 
earth has a great deal of sand ih its 
composition, and while the other gardens 
throughout the city were clay marshes 
during the wet -sunimer, the Lakeside 
garden drained well and was in the 
best posaiblè condition.

In the photographs the 
youngsters 
are seen at work in their vegetable 
patches, 
in the upper left hand photo- 
graph a class of the Lakeside boys and 
girls are going to it with shovel, rake 
and hoe, while the center picture with a 
ragged edge is a basket of fruit and 
flowers planted and raised by hand by 
the Lakesiders. In the upper right cor- 
ner Miss Braddock and one of her young 
garden pupils are lugging a basket of 
freshly picked, cut and pulled garden, 
truck in from the center of operations. 


In the lower left hand corner two of 
the best girl gardeners in the city are 
plying shovel and hoe in a carrot patch, 
aiid Miss Braddock and a group of her 
best 
young gardeners 
illuminate 
the 
lower right hand corner. 


Proven a Success. 


The school gardens were put in Fort 
Wayne as an experiment. 
They 
have 
proven themselves a success. They have 
brought back that love of gardening that 


zens, you ask, and why

that old fashioned garden. Think of tho 
hollyhock along the back fence and the 
high headed 8un-Howcr.s grown thick be- 
side the fence that acts as a severing 
line between you and the neighbor who 
has

by the pump and the bachelor's buttons' 
down in tlie corner where the wheel- 
barrow is tippe<l against the woodshed.

When a Sox runner Is on first base and 
a steal is planned, the batter stands as 
far back as possible in the batter's box.

The batter's box is six feet in length, 
and it is three feet from the center of 
the plate to the back end of the box.

Scarcity of Ministers is Re- 
ceiving Attention in 
Germany, 


Berlin, Sept. 15.~(Correspondence of 
The Associated 
Press).—The perennial 
subject of the scarcity of clergymen haa 
recently been enlivened by Homebotfy^ 
suggestion that woimded oflScers wlio 
are no longer able to serve at the front 
take up the study of theology. To this 
proposal, however, the objjection is rais- 
ed that "the office of a clergyman re- 
quires spiritual endowments seldom to 
be found in officers, else they would 
never have yielded to their dwire to ta- 
cóme officers." 


Meanwhile the scarcity of 
is growing greater and is expected t o 
becomc still more pronotmced. . It 
i* 
mentioned that the sons of eI«rg7Sien 
no longer choose the ministry as their- 
calling to the same extent as soma years 
ago. 
Fifteen years ago there wero atill 
344 clergymen's sons studying theology 
at the universities 
to 
every 
100,000 
clergymen; but by 1912 the number had 
already dropped to 283. 
It is said that, 
owing to the lack of clergymen, many 
churches in villages are being attached 
to others in larger towns, after "which 
they have occasional services held by tho 
clergymen from those more important 
churches. 
Not only is the tendency of 
young men to choose other callings than 
the ministry, but even those who choose 
it show a marked inclination later on 
to switch off into something else. It i» 
noted that nearly one-third of the reg- 
ular school inspectors in Prussia aro 
former clergymen; and not a few min- 
isters have also abandoned their calling 
to take positions in teachers' semin- 
aries. 


The war upon foreign words has nom

taken up by 
the church, thai 
terminology of which is chiefly of Gwefc 
or Latin origin. 
Although such words 
as "synod," "Konsistorium," (consistory) 
and many others are abnost a« old ai 
the German protestant chiurch itself, a 
movement has now been started to get 
rid of them root and branch, and t o in< 
vent German equivalents. A petition to 
this effect has just been adoj^lM hy ^he 
synod of Flensburg 
and sent to the 
Royal Konistorium of the state church. 
The synod also asks t h a t - s t ^ be taken 
to preserve "our church life," in public 
worship and parish activity, ft'OP» En- 
glish influences, in order that, in keep- 
ing Avith our German character, a purer 
evangelical Christianity of a native typa 
may be encouraged, and tliti an end b« 
put, once for all, to the craze W what 
is foreign in church^ matters."

kis business partner, Dorsey \V. Lapp, 
of this city, have secured a contravc 
whereby the British war department has 
•greed to purchase outright, a wireless 
telegraph invented bv McLean, for $3,- 
S50.000. 


A fin&l demonstration was arranged 


lor before a board of British army en- 
gineers at Montreal. As evidence of the 
good faith of the purchasing govern- 
ment, it hag placed iteelf under $500.000 
bond to close the deal .it once if th? 
inventor is able to prove his claims. The 
bond now reposes in a .Seattle bank. 


Although McLean and Lapp have kept 


their transactions with Great Britain 
closely guarded, they received a threat- 
ening letter last month, informing them 
that unless they ceased their negotia- 
tions McLean's invention would never 
Iwi tested.

citizenship within the house that were 
prized and cherished by the owner. 


And then, any family of true distinc- 


tion owned a hair wreath. You remem- 
her it, don't you, hung in the darkened 
parlor, the cherished and goulish handi- 
work of some maiden aunt long de- 
parted. It usually hung between a mop- 
ing "Evangcline" and "Mother's Darling" 
who bestowed an unending smile on the 
horse hair ?e.fa across the way. 


But these certificates of good standing 


in the community were only to be look- 
ed upon by guests within one's portals. 
The badge that proclaimed him loudly 
to every passerby was his -bock garden. 


And wasn't that little old back garden 


a eard of admittance, to select circles or 
an affidavit signed and sworn to by the 
neighbors condemning him to the lit- 
tr-rinost regions of scorn?

no half way mark in a man's garden — 
or rather a woman's garden, for maw

The scientitii- 
farmer who wears garters may have 
evolved from something or other, but the 
backyard gardener seems to be lost be- 
yond recall. 


The School Garden. 


In Fort Wayne there is a movement 


afoot to bring back .the backyard gar- 
den. In the public schools the children 
of the city, are taught to raise flower* 
and vegetables without the aid of the 
department of agriculture or the har- 
vester trust. 
They are gardening in 


the old way, and what's more, they are 
enjoying it. Turnips and beets and car- 
rots, and cabbage and tomatoes and cu- 
cumbers are there in profusion, while 
snap-dragons and English daisies and a 
score of the other flowers of the old 
fashioned gardens are grouped in trim 
little beds around the edges. 


The accompanying photographs were 


made one day not long ago at the Lake 
side school garden. 
The garden is a 


square tract of some sixty feet, and 
is fenced with wire netting. It is lo- 
cated directly behind the school and 
beside the little temporary building used 
as a primary annex. 


The children planted the seeds them- 


selves 
last 
spring, and 
have 
been 


watching their "garden truck" grow ever 
since. Before, school was over there was 
lettuce galore in the gin-den, and the 
other early vegetables were up and pick- 
able.

are seen at work in their vegetable j 
patches. Tn the upper left hand photo-

graph a class of the Lakeside boys and 
girls are going to it with shovel, rake 
and hoe, while the center picture with a 
ragged edge is a basket of fruit and 
flowers planted and raised by hand by 
the Lakeaidcrs. In the upper right cor- 
ner Miss Braddock and one of her young 
garden pupils are lugging a basket of 
freshly picked, cut and pulled garden, 
truck in from the center of operations. 


In the lower left hand corner two of 


the best girl gardeners in. the city are 
plying shovel and hoe in a carrot patch, 
and Miss Braddock and a group of her 
best young gardeners 
illuminate 
the 


lower right hand corner. 


Proven a Success. 


The school gardens were put in Fort 


Wayne as an experiment. They 
have 


proven themselves a success. They have 
brought back that love of gardening that 
was nearly gone in most Americans and 1 
they have brought it to the hearts of 
youngsters. 


Will the garden 
again become an 


agency of good 
citizenship? 
Will it 


again' be a barometer of the standing 
of men in the community? Will these 
child gardeners hold throughout their 
lives the interest in gardening that is 
bom in them, but that for a generation 
has been allowed to die out all over 
the nation. 
Here's hoping. For the garden—the 


old fashioned garden without a pergola 
and a garage, would be welcomed back 
as an institution in the American com- 
munity. 


There are fe-w of the old ^>nes left, 


and they are dying with the men and 
women who perpetuate them. So with 
a new generation of gardeners one innv 
hope for the return of the old garden 
in its fine old state.

The Boston Red Sox use a system of 


helping their base runners that Is one 
of the finest bits of inside baseball ever 
pulled. 


The play is one that has helped the Sox 


lead the American league nearly all sea- 
son and one they will use in their efforts 
to tuck away the world series. 


When a Sox runner is on first base and 


a steal is planned, the batter stands as 
far back as possible in the batter's box. 
That forces the opposing catcher back 
away from the plate and lengthens the 
distance the ball has to travel from the 
catcher to second base. 


The baiter's box is sis feet in length, 


and It Is three feet from the center of 
the plate to the back end of the box. 
The batter then, by standing away back 
forces the catcher to throw three feet

URGED AS CLERGY 


Scarcity of Ministers is Re- 


ceiving Attention in 


Germany. 


ISerlin, Sept. 15.—(Correspondence of 


fho Adsoe-ated Presn).—The perennial 
nubjcct of the scarcity of clergymen hu 
recently been enlivened by somebody1! 
miggestion that wounded officcra wha 
are no longer able- to nerve at the front 
take up tho study of theology. To this 
proposal, however, the objjcction 1» i»U- 
ed that, "tho office of a clergyman re- 
quires spiritual endowments seldom to 
be found in officers, clao they would 
never have yielded to their dwire to to* 
come oMicers." 


Meanwhile, thn scarcity of clergjlUtm 


is jfro\viii£ greater Mid in expected to 
become still more pronounced. It 
to 


mentioned that the. eons of clergymen 
no longer choose the ministry as th«ir 
calling to tho tame extent as eomo ywwu 
ago. Fifteen years ago there were «tUl 
344 clergymen'* sons studying theology 
at the universities to 
every 100,000 


clergymen; but by 1!H2 the number h»d 
already dropped to 2S3. It is said that, 
owing to the lack of clergymen, many 
churches in villages are being attached 
to others in larger towns, after which 
they have occasional services held by tho 
clergymen from those more important 
churches. Not only is the tendency of 
young men to choose other callings than 
the ministry, but even those who chooee 
it show a marked inclination later on 
to switch off into something el»e. It it 
noted that nearly one-third of the reg- 
ular school inspectors in Prussia we 
former clergymen; and not a few min- 
isters have also abandoned their calling 
to take positions in teachers' semin- 
aries. 


The war upon foreign words has non 


been 
taken up by the church, th« 


terminology of which is chiefly of Gr^ek 
or Latin origin. Although such words 
aa "synod," "Konsistorium," (consistory) 
and many others are almost as old as 
the German protestant church itself, a 
movement has now been started to get 
rid of them root and branch, and to in- 
vent German equivalents. A petition, to 
this effect has just been adopted by the 
synod of Flensburg 
and sent to the 


Royal Konistonntn of the. state church. 
The synod also iiaks that steps bo taken 
to preserve "our church life, in public 
worship and parish activity, from En- 
glish influences, in order that, in keep- 
ing with our German character, ft purer 
c-vnngeliral Christianity of a native type 
may be encouraged, and that an end be 
put, once for all, to the craze for what 
is foreign in church matters."
